This item told of the death of 
Major Archibald John Arthur 
Wavell, of the Black Watch 
Regiment, British Army. He 
had been killed by a home-made 
bullet fired from an old smooth- 
bore gun in the hands of a Mau 
Mau terrorist in far away Kenya 
Colony, Africa. 

The death of the unmarried 
major ended ‘the Wavell family 
—one which has fought Britain's 
battles for almost 1,000 years. 
Major Wavell had but one arm. 
He lost the other fighting the Ger- 
mans. His father, Gen Earl Wa- 
vell, had lost an eye battling the 
Turks. ‘The Wavells first dis- 
tinguished themselves as _ sol- 
diers under William the Con- 
queror.

Today few of us realize how 
narrowly we escaped a German 
Victory in 1939-42. One major 
reason we did was Wavell. 
And so, when I read where the 
last of the Wavells was dead in 
Kenya I tore the item out as a 
future subject. There ought .to 
be, I felt, many, many salutes 
to a gallant name. That it should 
die while mean and sorry ongs 
survive is one of those inexplica- 
ble ironies.

Rome were many long subterra- 
nean passages where for decades 
mourners had. laid away _ their 
dead. These were called the cata- 
combs. More than 500 miles of 
underground passageways have 
been uncovered. 

The early Christians, | harried 
and persecuted yet intensely loyal 
to the memory of Christ, sought 
refuge in that subterranean world 
of the dead that they might save 
for posterity their Gospel of Life. 

Hundreds, perhaps. many thpu- 
sands, of Christians secured them- 
selves from the hatred of evil men 
by hiding in the catacombs.’ Their 
life wasn't pleasant.

That Matthews knew 
how to handle them. He'd sit back there and catch like he was 
sitting in a rocking chair.”’ 

Nabors, by the way, ran through one of the strangest careers 
a pitcher ever had. He pitched a‘13-inning no-hit game that sea- 
son and he had to work that long and hard to win, 1-0. It’s still 
the longest no-hitter in. the book. The Philadelphia Athletics were 
fascinated by the boy and his record of 12-1. They bought him 
that year, and that was the beginning of the end for John Nabors. 

He lost four games that season and then set a standing 
major league record for adversity the next season when he 
won ‘one and lost 20. Im defense of John Nabors, though, 
that is still known as the worst team that ever wore the A's 
costumes. Nabors, incidentally, was dead in seven years. 

Terry was a strong-willed youth in many ways, ard after his 
conversion to first base at Shreveport, he found he could make 
more money staying at home in Memphis and playing on an oil 
company team. He did it for four seasons, until John McGraw 
came for him and sent him to Toledo. Terry went, you under- 
stand, only because the terms suited him. 

There has always been a shroud around Terry’s Atlanta life. 
A writer once asked him about it 

“I'm from Memphis,’’ he said. 
about Atlanta. I have.” 

A few years ago a ragged, down-and-out old man died in 
Grady Hospital claiming he was Terry's father. Terry was noti- 
fied, but he never replied. It isn’t known to this day if the man 
Was an impostor. 


-——A Headline Soured a Kid 


Terry once told me that a newspaper headline turned him 
against Atlanta. He was just a kid trying out with the Crackers 
and he had been the victim of some rather industrious enemy 
hittérs im an exhibition game. The headline screamed that Terry 
had been the goat, and he carried that in his craw for years. 
And few men could ever carry a grudge any better than Terry. 

That first jarring brush with the hard-boiled press instilied 
in Terry the same sort of feeling for newspapermen that I 
have for lightning. The reason he never made the Hall of 
Fame sooner, he had his personal war with the writers who 
de the voting, and ho truce was ever declared. 

Terry carried it out to the bitter end in Jacksonville after his 
election, ‘No comment,’’ he said when asked for a reaction. 

“It always seemed the press bent over backward to be unfair 
to him. ‘He is instinctively a genuine man, the kind you like to 
know. He is forthright and blunt, as blunt as the back side of 
en ax. He has paid his price for his bluntness. 

Oh. yes, does he*belong in the Hall of Fame?

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Years ago the victim of high 
blood pressure was given seda- 
tives and a reassuring pat on the 
back. This was, good treatment 
because hypertensives were not 
told what was wrong; the ten- 
dency was to keep them quiet and 
free from anxiety. 


Today there are many potent 
and specific remedies but the 
physician must have a thorough 
knowledge of the disease in order 
to fit these products to the needs 
of the particular patient. 

The goal is to bring down pres- 
sure and prevent the disease 
from progressing. Lowering ten- 
sion is beneficial since it lessens 
strain on the heart, blood vessels, 
and kidneys.

It is most 
useful in lowering pressure in 
those who are emotionally upset 
and nervous by inducing relaxa- 
tion and improving the sense of 
well-being. 

Some persons are able to get 
along on rauwolfia alone. It usu- 
ally relieves symptoms of anx- 
iety, headache, and palpitation as 
well as lowers pressure and 
slows the pulse.
